ATLANTIC LINERS 2 TO 3 
DAYS BELATED BY STORM 


Berengaria and Bremen Soffer 
Some Damage; All Report 
Worst Crossing on Record. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—dAfter 
crossings which their skippers 
agreed the worst in their long ex- 
perience, the French liner France 
and the Cunard liner “Berengaria 
were in port today,.two days late. 
Both ships ran into the storm a 
few hours after leaving the coast 
of France and battled for several 
days. A blinding snowstorm, ac- 
companied by a wind that reached 
100 miles an hour, caused heavy 
seas. 

The Berengaria had eight win- 
dows smashed on the upper prome- 
nade deck, two ventilators carried 
away, and a steel~buikhead 60 feet 
above the water line bent. Upon 
her arrival a repair crew of 100 
men was put to work to place the 
ship in shape again for sailing at 
midnight tonight. Five passengers 
and one cook on Berengaria 
suffered cuts and bruises, and 
Charles HMiendhorn, a passenger, 
died of heart disease brought on 
by seasickness and nervousness. 
The France escaped damage. 

Her superstructure bent and 
broken in places, the North Ger- 
man Lioyd liner Bremen came into 
port three days late. The holder 
of the speed record for crossing 
the ocean made only 120 miles on 
one day, as contrasted with her 
usual run of 700 or more. Capt. 
Leopold Ziegenbein said that he 
had never before encountered such 
a hurricane in the North Atlantic. 
Several ventilators and stanchions} 
were bent and broken by the seas 
which came over the Bremen's bow 
and the passengers at times were 
knocked off their feet.

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LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
Dec. 12.—A review of the explora- 
tion work already done by airplane 
has convinced Commander Richard 
E. Byrd that the purpose of the 
expedition has been accomplished. 

The flights planned before the 


expedition left home have been 
carried out, although the eastern 
flying activities were shifted, after 
the preliminary flights of last year, 
more to the north than had been 
anticipated because the importance 
of work in that direction was) 
shown by the suggestion of land 
there observed on the first flight 
to King Edward Land. 

It has been found that this aréa 
is more prolific in important dis- 
coveries than are covered by- the 
inland flights from the trial base 
to Little America and the Queen 
Maud range. 

Indeed, Commander Byrd feels 
that the exploration flights have 
been more valuable than he antici- 
pated because of the éxtent of the 
new land discovered to the north- 
east. 

The Area Photographed. 

In all it is estimated that 150,- 
600,000 square miles have been 
photographed with the mapping 
camera, an area equal to Maine, 
Vermont, New Hampshire; Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island, Connecti- 
cut, New York, New Jersey, Dela- 
ware, Maryland and half of Vir- 
ginia. On the Polar flight alone

The flights would have been cur- 
tailed now, even though the pro- 
posed work had not been com- 
pleted, because of the change in 
the weather. It has been fond 
that in the Antarctic, as in the Arc- 
tic, the best time for flying is in 
the spring or early summer, 

Since the eastern flight the sky 
has been free of clouds for only 
brief intervals. With the wart- 
er weather has come fog and 
quick changes in the wind direc- 
tion aloft which mix up the at- 
mosphere and make an overcast 
sky so that aviation would be like 
flying “in a bucket of milk.” 

Under these conditions any ac- 
curate observations and  photo- 
graphs would not only be impos- 
sible but there would also be great 
danger of crashing in a thick at- 
mosphere where neither the hori- 
zon nor the snow could be seen. 

The day after the eastern flight. 
all that area was barred by 
clouds and apparently the condi- 
tions which headed off Commander 
Byrd last year have come to stay. 
So, outside of a possible flight to 
the east from a point on the 
southern trail, about 160 miles 
from camp, and a short exploration 
flight southeast from Little 
America, it seems as though the 
work in the air is not only com- 
plete but cannot be continued to 
any extent. 

When Commander Byrd first 
outlined in New York his pro- 
gram of Antarctic flying, he in- 
tended to fly to the Pole, make 
two or three flights to the east 
island and also fly to the north- 
east past King Edward Land. 

Views of Polar Flight. 

The Polar flight has been ac- 
complished and the occasional mes- 
sages from home which indicate 
that people think ih may be re- 
peated shows how little the flying 
hazards of this country have been 
appreciated, possibly because Of 
the skill with which the flights 
have been carried out. . 

The Polar flight was made at a 
time when for several days there 
was clear weather at the moun- 
tains, and, as it was, the plane 
reached camp just before a storm 
which chased it all the way from 
the polar plateau. Since then the 
geological party has reported snow 
storms, clouds and variable winds 
which would have made the dan- 
gerous flight through the moun- 
tains impossible as well as barren 
of seientific results. 

On this flight It was necessary 
to wait patiently for good weather 
and to take immediate advantage 
of it when it came. The opportun- 
ity might not come more than once 
or twice in a whole year.

The proposed combination of ca- 
ble and radio interests, prohibited 
under the existing radio act, would 
not only bring an immediate in- 
crease in business and earning 
power of the International Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co..

Asked by Chairman Couzens if he 
deplored the practice of the Fed- 
eral Radio Commission in granting 
wave lengths to companier which 
have been unable to get terminal 
facilities Sarnoff said he did.

Competition. From India. 


Another reason he assigned as 
contributing to depressed cotton 
prices was compétition from India. 
He said foreign mills wete turning 
to foreign cotton at the expensc 
of America and asserted India was 
bécothing thé gréatest competitor 
of the Unit States and the 
world’s largest producer outside of 
this country. 

Gardiner H. Miller, president of 
the New York Cotton Exchange, 
who testified yesterday, said the 
low price of cotton resulted from 
“the law of supply and demand’ 
and asserted the large crop here 
and abroad and slump in stock 
values ai} had comibined to keep 
the price down.

With the resumption of the Cor- | 
oner’s inquest in the murder of 
State Senator Joseph Mogler sched- 
uled for tomorréw, police have lit- 
tle information to add to the 
meager testimony which had been 
presented last Saturday when the 
inquest was continued to permit 
further investigation. 

Unless the unexpected happens, 
the inquest session will be a per- 
functory affair with the simple 
verdict, “homicide at the hands of 
persons unknown.” Eleven days 
have elapsed since Mogler was 
shot to death by one of two mask- 
ed men in his Mogler Theater, 3936 
North Ninth street. Chief of De- 
tectives Kaiser and the other po- 
lice investigators agree that they 
have almost exhausted the leads 
provided by Mogler’s habits, asso- 
ciates and varied activities. ‘They 
are proceeding with the investiga- 
tion in the hope that chance may 
provide a clew to the identity of 
the slayers and the motive for the 
killing. 

Detectives at Angelica Street Po- 
lice Station yesterday questioned a 
man with a police record. said to 
have had a grudge against Mogler. 
The man. was released iast night 
after he had denied having any ill 
feeling towar® Mogler and had 
convinced the investigators that he 
knew nothing of the crime. 

Brown Envelope Still Sought. 

Investigators are still speculating 
over the present whereabouts of a 
brown envelope which Mogler was 


before he was killed and which 
has not been found. Such an en- 
velope has been described again 
and again and numerous theories 
have. been advanced as to its con- 
tents. A search of Mogler’s office 
failed.to reveal any envelope which 
contained other than the most or- 
dinary documents. 

The theory has been advanced 
that the envelope contained affi- 
davits eoncerning the alleged pay- 
ment of money to politicians by 
men who were seeking appoint- 
ment as firemen or to other city 
jobs, which Mogler planned _ to 
ose in a future political cam- 
paign. It is thought that the men 
who waited for him in the theater 
may have taken such an envelope 
from his outside overcoat pocket.

Better Business Bureau Issues 
Statement on Holiday Sales. 

A warning against holiday jew-

Testify- 
ing before Walter D. Coles, referee 
in Fankruptcy, he said he had lost 
$35,000 of his own and his cred- 
itors’ money in dice games in 1924.

U. $. EXPRESSES REGRET 
FOR FIRING ON CANADIAN SHIP 


Sending of Live Shelis Into Vessel 
Was Without Lfgal Authority, 
Note Says. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The 
American Government in a note to 
Canada has expressed its regrets 
for the firing by a Coast Guard pa- 
trol boat on the Canadian vessel 
Shawnee, Sept. 11, off New York 
harbor.

The professor, Gallman _§ said, 
questioned the capacity of Noah's 
ark to accommodate two of each 
species of animals and spoke dis- 
paragingly of Jonah’s experience 
with the whale. His biological 
studies, Gallman quoted Day as 
saying. had convinced him of the 
impossibility of a whale swallowinz 
aman or of a man’s ability to sur- 
vive the experience. 

Reached at his residence. Dr. 
Day expressed regrets and said Dr, 
Dawson asked for his resignation 
to avoid pressure from the minis- 
terial. students on the board of 
trustees. He said he had received 
offers from Stanford and the Uni- 
versity of Indiana.

HAYDEN OPPOSES. 
DIFFERENTIAL PLAN 


Says Manufacturers Do Not 
Need Allowance Above 
Duty Placed on Raw Ma- 
terial. 


By jhe Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—Fur- 
ther increases in wool tariffs were 
approved by the Senate yesterday. 
The Finance Committee Repub- 
licans continued to win away 
enough Democrats and Republican 
independents from wool-growing 


states to put through increases in 
duties on wool waste, carbonized 
wool and wool yarns to compen- 
sate for the increase previously 
voted on raw wool from 31 to 34 
cents a pound. 

The only roll call of the day re- 
jected by 45 to 34 an amendment 
by Senator Hayden (Dem.), Ari- 
zona, to restore the existing com- 
bination rate of 33 cents a pound 
and 20 per cent ad valorem on 
carbonized \wool, including tops, not 
further advanced than roving. The 
committee rate of 37 cents a 
pound and 20 per cent was accept- 
ed without a record vote. 

Arguing for his amendment, Hay- 
den contended that the rate on’ 
raw wool was not#wholly effective 
and consequently there was no jus- 
tification for placing a three or 
four cent differential on every 
other levy in the schedule. 

Opposing the amendment, Chair- 
man Smoot of the Finance Com- 
mittee asserted that, if adopted, it 
would “kill the wool industry in 
the West.” 

Nine Republican independents 
and four Democrats joined 32 Re- 
publican regulars in voting against 
the Hayden proposal... Three inde- 
pendents and one regular combined 
with 30 Democrats in supporting 
it. 

Approval aiso was given to a 
committee proposal to increase the 
duty on top, slubbing, roving and 
ring waste from 31 cents in’ the 
present law and 34 cents in the 
House bill to 37 cents a pound. 
The House provided the same rates 
on these wastes as it did on raw 
wool. 

Elimination of the lower duty 
brackets in the wool yarn para- 
graph was approved, as recom- 
mended by the Finance Committee, 
thus placing yarns valued at not 
more than 50 cents a pound in the 
same bracket with yarns worth not 
more than one dollar a pound. 

For the latter class of yarns. ; 
the Senate approved ‘an increase 
in duty from 36 cents a pound and 
35 per cent ad valorem to 40 cents 
and 35 per cent, the same as the 
House provided. . 

Yarns valued at more than $1 
but not over $1.50 a pound re- 
ceived a tariff of 40 cents a pound 
and 45 per cent, as against 40 cents 
and 40 per cent in the House bill 
and 36 cents and 40 per cent in 
the present law.

Oyster stew is a very simple 

dish, but perhaps becatise of its 


made. A. great deal of care and 
close watching ig necessary during 
the few minutes required to cook 
it. Perhaps the greatest mistake 
made in oyster cookery is in over- 
cooking the oysters. This tough- 
ens them and renders them quite 
tasteless, and”’is one of the main 
obstacles in the successful making 
of an oyster stew. 


Oyster Stew. 

Pick over oné quart of medium- 
sized oysters to remove any bits 
of shell. Put the oysters and the 
juice in a sauce pan and heat just 
to the boiling point: By that time 
the oysters will be very “plump 
and the edges curled up. Mean- 
while, scald three ¢ups of milk with 
one ¢up of thin cream, three ta- 
blespoons of butter, ai slice of 
onion and a stalk of celery. 

Remove the onions and the cel- 
ery, stir in the oysters and add one 
teaspoon of salt and a little pep- 
per. Sprinkle in one-quarter cup) 
of fine cracker crumbs and serve 
at once. 

Oyster Fricasse. 

Melt three tablespoons of butter 
and add one tablespoon of minced 
parsley, one-half teaspoon of 
minced onion and one-half cup of 
very finely cut celery. Cover and 
cook for five minutes. Then add 
three tablespoons of flour. and, 
when well blended, stir in one and 
one-half cups of milk, one-half cup 
oyster juice and enough salt and 
pepper to geasgon. Continue atir- 
ring until the sauce-4s thick and 
smooth. Beat one egg and grad- 
ually add the hot sauce to it. Scald 
one pint of oysters, then -drain 
them and add to the sauce. 

Serve over mounds of boiled rice 
or on toast or in patty shells. A 


j good sea food fricasse may be made 


by using one cup each of oysters. 
shrimp and crab flakes. The 
oysters should be scalded; the 
shrimp may be canned or the fresh 
shrimp boiled and shelied. 

Fried Oysters. 

Use the largest oysters: Drain 
them. then dip each oyster in milk 
that has been well seasoned with 
salt and pepper, then in fine bread 
crumbs, next in beaten egg and 
then in fine bread crumbs again. 

Fry in deep fat that has been 
heated to 390 degrees or until it 
will brown a piece of bread in half 
a minute. The oysters should cook 
in about a minute. When brown, 
remove from the fat, drain on soft 
paper and serve with 
sauce, catsup or chile sauce.

Oyster shells will be needed for 


| these, allowing six of ,the large 


ones for each serving. Generally, 
shells can be bought from the fish 
man. Medium sized oysters may 
be used. Wash the shelis.: then 
dry. Make a sauce by melting 
three tablespoons of butter, adding 
three tablegpoons of flour and one 
and a half cups of rich milk. Cook 
until thickened and smooth and 
season with salt, pepper and one 
tablespoon of lemon juice. 

Put a teaspoon of crab flakes 
in each oyster shell,-and then place 
two well-drained oysters on the 
crab flakes. Add the sauce to cov- 


er the oysters and sprinkle with a, 


few buttered bread crumbs. Ar- 
range the shells on a large king 
pan and bake in a very hot oven 
for six minutes or until the crufhbs 
are brown. Arrange the shelis on 
individual plates and serve at once.
